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1.  PROCEDURE:  Robertas  Rules 
of  Order  are  adopted  as  rules  of  the 
Montana  State  Board  of  Architectural 
Examiners. 

2.  OFFICE:  The  chief  place  of 
business  is  the  office  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  shall  be  located  as  desig- 
nated by  him  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board, 

3.  MEETINGS:  The  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  shall  be  held  during 
the  first  week  in  April  of  each  year. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  any 
two  members  of  the  Board  by  giving  at 
least  five  days  notice  in  writing  which 
shall  set  forth  the  time,  place  and  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting. 

4.  QUORUM:  Two  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

5.  OFFICERS:  At  each  annual 
meeting  the  members  of  the  Montana 
State  Board  of  Architectural  Exam- 
iners shall  elect  from  their  number  a 
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President,  a  Vice-President  and  a  Sec- 
retary who  shall  also  act  as  Treasurer. 
Said  officers  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and 
qualified. 

With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Board  the  Secretary-Treasurer  may  at 
his  discretion  appoint  an  Assistant 
Secretary-Treasurer  at  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  $15.00  per  month. 

The  Secretary  or  the  Assistant  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  a  record  of  all  trans- 
actions of  the  Board  which  shall  be 
open  to  the  public  for  examination  at 
all  times. 

6.  SEAL:  The  Board  shall  adopt  a 
seal  which  shall  have  the  words,  Seal 
of  The  Board  of  Architectural  Eixam- 
iners  1917  inscribed  thereon  and  the 
Secretary  shall  have  care  and  custody 
thereof. 

7.  FINANCE:  All  funds  collected 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer, to  the  credit  of  the  Board,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  all  warrants  shall  be 
sig-ned  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  President,  and  no 
disbursements  shall  be  made  except  on 
order  of  the  Board.  There  shall  be  an 
auditing  committee  of  two  to  pass  on 
all  accounts  of  the  Treasurer.  This 
committee  shall  report  at  every  annual 
meeting. 
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8.  PRACTICE  OF  ARCHITEC- 
TURE: The  practice  of  Architecture 
is  defined  by  the  Board  as  the  act  of 
charging  or  accepting  a  fee  for  the 
preparation  of  plans  or  specifications  or 
for  the  supervision  of  the  construction 
of  a  building.  The  advertising  of  one- 
self by  using  the  title  •'Architect'',  or 
any  other  devise  or  title,  intended  to 
indicate  to  the  public  a  willingness  or 
intention  to  accept  such  fees  will  be 
deemed  by  the  Board  a  violation  of  the 
intent  of  the  law. 

9.  INDIVIDUAL  SEAL:  The  seals 
of  licensed  architects  shall  be  circular 
and  two  inches  in  diameter.  The  words 
''State  of  Montana"  shall  appear  at  the 
top,  between  two  circular  lines,  and  the 
words  ''Licensed  Architect''  at  the  bot- 
tom between  the  same  lines.  The  name 
and  place  of  business  of  the  licensee,  to 
which  the  street  and  number  may  be 
added  if  so  desired,  are  to  be  placed 
within  the  inner  circle. 

Where  there  is  a  co-partnership  of 
architects,  the  individual  names  of  sev- 
eral members  licensed  may  appear  on 
one  seal.  The  seal  shall  be  of  an  im- 
pression type  and  rubber  stamps  will 
not  be  permitted.  All  drawings  and 
specifications  prepared  by  the  Architect 
shall  be  stamped  with  his  seal. 

The  Board  desires  to  call  attention 
to  Section  3233  of  the  Revised  Codes  of 
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1921  which  expKcitly  states  that  all 
Architects  shall  have  a  Seal  which  shall 
be  used  to  stamp  all  drawings  and  speci- 
fications issued  and  it  is  a  violation  of 
this  Code  to  neglect  doing  so. 

10.  REGISTRATION:  All  registra- 
tions shall  be  either  by  examination  or 
transfer.  In  general  examinations  will 
be  a  three-day  written  examination  but 
in  the  case  of  architects  having  an  ex- 
tended experience  making  application 
from  states  where  a  license  is  not  re- 
quired, the  Board  at  its  discretion  may 
waive  the  written  examination  and 
ascertain  the  fitness  of  the  applicant  in 
any  way  that  it  sees  fit. 

11.  TRANSFERS:  On  proper  ap- 
plication accompanied  by  an  application 
fee  of  $15.00  from  a  certified  or  li- 
censed architect  of  any  other  state  hav- 
ing a  board  duly  authorized  by  law  to 
grant  licenses  for  the  practice  of  archi- 
tecture the  Secretary  shall  require  such 
architect  to  furnish  the  Board  a  cer- 
tificate of  good  standing  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  such  respective 
state  in  which  he  is  licensed,  together 
with  such  additional  information  as  may 
be  required  by  this  Board.  Upon  the 
completion  of  such  proper  application, 
together  with  the  payment  of  a  license 
fee  of  $10.00,  this  Board  shall  grant  a 
license  for  the  practice  of  architecture 
in  the  State  of  Montana,  subject  to  all

the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board. 

Where  there  is  a  co-partnership  of 
architects,  each  individual  appearing 
under  the  firm  name  shall  be  required 
to  have  a  license. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  applicant 
transfers  may  be  made  through  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Architectural  Regis- 
tration Boards. 

All  such  licenses  issued  before  July 
1st  shall  run  from  the  preceeding  July 
1st. 

12.  EXAMINATION:  A  fee  of 
$15-00  is  required  from  all  applicants 
for  examination  whether  written  or 
otherwise.  The  fee  is  not  returnable 
after  the  applicant  has  commenced  his 
examination. 

Date  and  place  of  examinations  will 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  as  the  need  arises 
and  must  be  conducted  directly  by  the 
Board  or  by  a  committee  of  two  mem- 
bers delegated  by  the  Board. 

Under  Section  3231,  of  the  Revised 
Code  1921,  the  Board  holds  that  all  ap- 
plications for  examination  must  have 
had  at  least  three  years  of  satisfactory 
experience  in  the  office  of  a  practicing' 
architect.  A  diploma  of  graduation 
from  the  course  in  architecture  or  ar- 
chitectural engineering  in  any  of  the 
member  schools  of  the  Collegiate 
Schools  of  Architecture  or  of  Montana 
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State  College,  will  be  accepted  in  lieu 
of  two  years  of  professional  office  ex- 
perience. 

13.  CONDUCTING  WRITTEN  EX- 
AMINATIONS: All  written  examina- 
tions shall  be  given  in  the  EngHsh  lan- 
guage and  without  the  use  of  an  inter- 
pretor  and  shall  occupy  not  less  than 
three  days  of  eight  hours  each. 

The  Examination  shall  consist  of  : 

First  Day:  (a)  Preliminary  studies  in 
pencil  (requiring  designated  ground 
plans,  elevations,  sections,  details, 
etc.)  for  a  building,  the  nature  and 
regulations  of  which  shall  be  set  forth 
in  a  carefully  prepared  project,  such 
as  a  well  informed  owner  would  give 
to  an  architect.  The  result  shall  be 
judged  according  to  the  merits  in 
planning,  construction,  designing  and 

^  the  general  presentation  of  the  draw- 
ings. This  examination  will  be  eight 
hours  '*en  loge''  beginning  at  9:00  A. 
M.  and  ending  at  5:00  P.  M. 

Second  Day :  (b)  Solution  of  problems 
in  reinforced  concrete  and  other  con- 
structions, such  as  roof  trusses,  stress 
diagrams,  dimensions  of  members  of 
trusses  and  details  of  connections  at 
several  joints,  also  such  other  struc- 
tural engineering  problems  as  may  be 
selected  by  the  Board. 

Candidate   shall  be  permitted  to 
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use  books  of  reference  in  this  portion 
of  the  examination  which  will  be  be- 
tween 8  and  12:00  A.  M. 
(c)  Solving  of  constructional  prob- 
lems, such  as  the  design  of  founda- 
tions, walls,  and  piers.  Mill  building 
constructional  details.  Use  of  books 
permitted.   Time  1  to  5  P.  M. 

Third  Day:  (d)  Writing  of  a  brief 
specification  on  selected  topics:  Such 
as  Reinforced  Concrete,  Stone  and 
Brick  Work,  Masonry,  Carpentry, 
Painting  and  Varnishing,  Plumbing 
and  Drainage,  Heating,  Electrical 
Work,  Iron  Work,  etc.  No  books  of 
reference  shall  be  allowed  at  this  ex- 
amination. Time  8  A.  M.  to  3  P.  M. 
(e)  History  and  Styles  of  Architec- 
ture of  America  and  European  coun- 
tries. No  text  books  shall  be  permit- 
ted for  this  examination.  Time  3  P. 
M.  to  5  P.  M. 

14.  GRADING  OF  PAPERS:  All 
papers  shall  be  examined  by  at  least  two 
members  of  the  Board  and  marked  on 
the  basis  of  100  for  each  section.  Each 
section  will  be  rated,  as  follows: 

A— 100  Points 

B—  50 

C—  50 

D—  80 

E~  20 
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The  general  average  grade  shall  be 
arrived  at  by  multiplying  the  grade  in 
each  section  by  the  points  allowed  that 
section  and  dividing  the  sum  of  these 
products  by  three  hundred.  Those  who 
have  received  a  general  average  of  70% 
or  more  and  whose  mark  upon  any  sec- 
tion has  not  fallen  below  60%  shall  be 
gTanted  a  license  for  the  practice  of 
Architecture  in  the  State  of  Montana 
upon  payment  of  a  $10.00  license  fee 
each  year. 

All  applicants  who  obtain  a  general 
average  of  70%  or  more  but  who  fail 
to  receive  60%  in  any  one  section,  shall, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be  per- 
mitted to  receive  a  special  examination 
in  that  section.  Said  special  examina- 
tion shall  be  held  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board  and  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  Board.  Each 
applicant  shall  receive  a  certified  state- 
ment from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  the  marks  received  by  him  in  each 
section. 

15.  REGISTRATION  WITHOUT 
WRITTEN  EXAMINATION:  Upon  ap- 
plication for  licence  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana from  Architects  residing  in  those 
states  having  no  license  law  for  archi- 
tects, the  Board  may  grant  registration 
in  the  State  of  Montana  when  they  are 
satisfied  of  the  competency  of  the  ap- 
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plicant.  The  Board  will  require  the  ap- 
plicant to  cite  existing  buildings  erected 
under  his  design  and  under  his  super- 
vision, together  with  recommendations 
as  to  character,  ability  and  such  other 
things  as  are  necessary  to  satisfy  the 
Board  of  his  competency  to  practice 
Architecture,  provided  that  no  such  li- 
cense shall  be  granted  without  a  writ- 
ten examination  to  architects  who  have 
not  practiced  the  profession  of  Archi- 
tecture exclusively  for  five  years  or 
more  previous  to  making  application  for 
such  license. 

Due  notice  shall  be  sent  the  applicant 
of  the  results  of  his  examinations.  All 
licenses  issued  before  July  1st,  shall  run 
from  the  proceeding  July  1st. 

16.  RENEWAL:  The  beginning  of 
the  fiscal  year  is  July  1st  and  aU  licen- 
ses bear  this  date.  The  renewal  fee  is 
due  July  1st  of  each  year  and  after  one 
year's  delinquency,  not  covered  by  a 
demit,  any  license  under  this  act  is 
automatically  revoked.  The  licensee  in 
this  event  has  the  same  standing  before 
the  Board,  as  thouo^h  he  h?>d  never  held 
a  license  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

17.  REVOCATION:  In  case  of  the 
revocation  of  license  of  any  architect 
for  one  or  more  of  the  causes  specified 
in  Section  3240  of  the  License  Law,  his 
reinstatement  shall  be  made  only  in  the 
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following*  manner  and  only  after  the 
expiration  of  at  least  six  months  time. 

(a)  Incompetency.  He  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pass  the  regular  written  ex- 
amination in  those  branches  in  which 
he  has  been  found  to  be  incompetent  by 
the  Board. 

(b)  Recklessness   in  Construction. 

If  the  result  of  ignorance,  he  must  pass 
the  next  regular  written  examination 
held  by  the  Board.  He  must  then  pre- 
sent acceptable  assurance  that  proper 
care  will  be  exercised  in  his  future 
practice. 

(c)  Dishonest  Practice.  Reinstate- 
ment shall  be  made  only  on  the  presen- 
tation of  acceptable  assurance,  recom- 
mendations and  guarantees  that  his  fu- 
ture professional  practice  will  be  con- 
ducted in  a  strictly  honest  and  reputable 
manner. 

18.  DUPLICATE  CERTIFICATES: 
When  a  license  previously  issued  has 
been  lost  or  destroyed,  a  charge  of  five 
($5.00)  dollars  for  a  duplicate  shall  be 
made  to  cover  the  expense  of  issuing 
such  duplicate  license.  No  such  dupli- 
cate shall  be  issued  except  by  order  of 
the  Board.

3229.  Appointment  of  Board  of  Ar- 
chitectural Examiners.  Within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the 
governor,  with  the  consent  and  advice 
of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  three  skilled 
and  capable  architects,  who  shall  have 
been  residents  of  the  State  of  Montana 
for  not  less  than  three  years  prior  to 
their  appointment,  not  more  than  two 
of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  same 
county,  and  who  shall  have  been  in  con- 
tinuous practice  of  the  profession  for 
three  years,  who  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  architectural  examiners  for  the 
purpose  of  this  act. 

The  Architects  so  appointed  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  for  a  term 
of  four  years,  and  all  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  in  like  manner  as  the  appoint- 
ments are  made.  Appointments  made 
when  the  senate  is  not  in  session  shall 
take  effect  immediately,  and  may  be 
confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing  session.

3230.  Organization  of  Board— Pow- 
ers, Meetings  and  Records,  The  Board 
of  architectural  examiners  must,  dur- 
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ing*  the  first  week  in  April  of  each  year, 
elect  from  among  their  number  a  presi- 
dent, secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  must 
have  a  seaL 

The  president  and  secretary  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  in  ex- 
amination of  applications  for  certifi- 
cates, and  to  witnesses  called  before  the 
board  for  the  transaction  of  business 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  members  of  the  board  shall  meet 
during  the  first  w^eek  of  April  of  each 
year,  and  at  such  times,  and  at  the  same 
and  other  places  as  the  board  may  de- 
termine. 

The  board  must  keep  a  record  of  all 
proceedings  thereof,  and  also  a  register 
of  all  applicants  for  a  certificate,  with 
the  name  and  age  of  all  applicants  and 
the  number  of  years  spent  in  the  study 
of  architecture,  and  whether  or  not  the 
applicant  was  granted  a  certificate  or 
rejected;  such  register  is  prima  facie 
evidence  of  all  matters  therein  kept.

3231.  Examinations  for  Certificates 
to  Practice  —  Subjects  embraced  in 
Granting  of  Certificates.  Every  person 
hereafter  wishing  to  practice  architec- 
ture in  this  state  shall  apply  to  said 
board  for  a  certificate  so  to  do.  Every 
person  so  applying  shall  submit  to  an 
examination  in  the  following  branches. 
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to- wit :  Arithmetic  and  elementary 
mathematics,  knowledg^e  or  building  ma- 
terials and  construction,  architectural 
drawing,  technical  education  and  experi- 
ence, and  such  other  branches  as  the 
board  may  deem  advisable.  Said  board 
shall  cause  such  examination  to  be  botli 
scientific  and  practical,  but  of  sufficient 
severity  to  test  the  candidate's  fitness 
to  practice  architecture  in  this  state,  or 
high  standing  in  the  profession  or  such 
qualifications  as  are  required  for  ad- 
mission to  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 
After  examination  said  board  shall,  if 
the  candidate  has  been  found  qualified, 
grant  a  certificate  to  sucn  candidate  to 
practice  architecture  within  the  state  of 
Montana,  which  said  certificate  can  only 
be  granted  on  the  consent  of  not  less 
than  two  members  of  the  board,  attest- 
ed by  the  secretary,  and  have  the  seal 
of  said  board  attached  thereto;  pro- 
vided, that  the  president  of  the  board 
may,  in  the  time  of  intervening  between 
the  sessions  of  the  board,  grant  a  cer- 
tificate to  any  person  desiring  to  prac- 
tice architecture  within  the  state  of 
Montana,  after  satisfying  himself  of  the 
qualifications  of  the  applicant,  which 
said  certificate  shall  be  good  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  board;  pro- 
viding, however,  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  or  restrict  a  duly 
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licensecr  architect  from  any  state  prac- 
ticing his  profession  in  Montana,  upon 
the  payment  of  the  annual  fees  provided 
for  in  this  act.

3232.  Certificates  to  Be  Recorded. 

Every  person  obtaining  a  certificate 
from  said  board  must,  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  thereof,  have  the 
same  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  coun- 
ty clerk  and  recorder  of  the  county 
wherein  he  resides.  If  he  or  she  main- 
tain offices  for  the  practice  of  architec- 
ture in  other  counties,  he  or  she  must 
have  his  or  her  certificate  recorded  in 
such  counties  in  like  manner.  The 
county  clerk  shall  receive  for  recording 
such  certificate  the  usual  fee  paid  by 
the  applicant.

3233.  Seal  of  Architect.  Every  li-

3234.  Penalty  for  Practicing  With- 
out a  License.  After  six  months  from 
the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  un-

five  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  each  and  every  week 
during  which  said  offense  shall  con- 
tinue, for  any  person  to  practice  archi- 
tecture without  a  license  in  this  state, 
by  signing  plans  and  specifications  as 
an  architect,  or  to  advertise,  or  to  put 
out  any  sign  or  card,  or  other  device,

3235.    Granting  of  License  Without 
Examination  —  Contents    of  License. 

Any  person  who  shall,  by  affidavit, 
show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  state 
board  of  architectural  examiners  that 
he  or  she  was  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  the  profession  or  architecture  in  the 
state  of  Montana  on  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  license  without  an  examination,  pro- 
vided such  application  shall  be  made 
within  six  months  after  the  passage  of 
this  act.  Such  license,  when  granted, 
shall  set  forth  the  fact  that  the  person 
to  whom  the  same  was  issued  was  prac- 
ticing architecture  in  this  state  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  is 
therefore  entitled  to  a  license  to  prac- 
tice architecture  without  an  examina- 
tion by  the  board  of  exammers,  and  the 
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secretary  of  the  board  shall,  upon  the 
payment  to  him  of  the  fee  of  fifteen 
dollars,  issue  to  the  person  named  in 
said  affidavit  a  license  to  practice  archi- 
tecture in  this  state,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act.

3236.  Fees  Payable  by  Applicants 
for  Examination — Disposition  of  Fees. 

Applicants  for  examination  shall  pay 
in  advance  to  the  secretary  of  said 
board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars,  which  fee 
shall  defray  the  entire  expense  of  such 
candidate,  before  the  aforesaid  board  of 
architectural  examiners.  Any  appli- 
cant faihng  to  pass  the  said  examina- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  ex- 
amination within  one  year  without  fee. 

The  money  received  from  said  ap- 
plicant shall  be  turned  over  to  the  state 
treasurer  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and 
shall  be  deposited  by  him  in  the  archi- 
tectural board  fund  as  herein  provided.

3237.  Compensation  of  Members  of 
Board — Disposition  and  Use  of  Funds 
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— Annual  Report.  Each  member  of  the 
examining  board  is  hereby  allowed  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  and  mileage 
at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile  while 
in  the  discharge  of  his  actual  duties,  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  state  treasurer  in  the  name  of 
the  architectural  board  fund.  And  there 
is  hereby  established  a  fund  known  as 
the  ''architectural  board  fund/' 

And  all  fees  and  moneys  received  for 
licenses  from  practicing  architects  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer  to 
the  credit  of  the  architectural  board 
fund,  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act ; 
provided  the  expenses  of  said  board  of 
examiners  shall  not  exceed  the  fees  col- 
lected. 

The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  directed 
and  required  to  set  such  sums  paid  from 
licenses  and  fees  apart  for  the  credits 
of  such  fund,  subject  to  the  orders  and 
disbursement  hereinafter  provided  for. 

The  money  in  such  fund  can  only  be 
paid  out  on  a  warrant  signed  by  the  sec- 
retary of  said  board,  countersigned  by 
the  president,  and  the  members  of  the 
said  board  shall  report  annually  to  the 
governor  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary of  each  year,  which  report  must 
show  all  the  transactions  of  the  board, 
giving  the  number  and  names  of  all  ap- 
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plicants,  and  the  number  and  names  of 
those  rejected,  and  those  to  whom  cer- 
tificates have  been  issued,  the  expenses, 
the  fees  and  milage  paid,  the  amount  of 
money  received,  and  the  amount  of 
money  remaining  in  said  fund.

3238.  Annua!  Fee  of  Licensed  Archi- 
tects. Every  hcensed  architect  in  the 
state  who  desires  to  continue  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  shall  annually, 
during  the  time  he  or  she  shall  con- 
tinue in  such  practice,  pay  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  state  of  Montana,  during  the 
month  of  July,  a  fee  of  ten  dollars.

3239.  Architects  Removing  From 
State  to  Be  Granted  Demit.  A  licensed 
architect  removing  from  the  state  may 
receive  a  demit  from  the  board  of  archi- 
tectural examiners,  and  if  he  desires  to 
re-establish  himself  in  the  state,  the 
board  will  issue  a  certificate  to  him 
without  examination ;  provided,  how- 
ever, he  shall  pay  the  regular  license 
fee.

board  of  architectural  examiners  may

t\\enty  days'  notice  of  the  day  of  hear- 
ing and  determining  of  charge  against 
him.
